Prosecutor John P. Butt Files Answer 
to Petition to Quash Cullison Action 


From the effects of an abdominal gunshot wound, suffered 
•about 9:30 o’clock, Saturday night, Melvin Bruce Omer, 25, of 
Bendersville, died at the Annie M. Warner Hospital here W ed­ 
nesday evening at 6:25 o’clock. 
Omer’s condition, regarded by hospital authorities as critical 
from the time he was admitted as a patient, took a turn for the 
worse Wednesday afternoon, and from 6 o’clock he sank rapidly. 
Amputation of his left arm near the shoulder, Monday 
evening, is believed to have been a contributing factor in Omer’s 
death. 
The arm was badly shattered by the bullet which pierced 
his abdomen, indicting four holes in the intestines. 
Omer died without being able to make a statement of the 
circumstances in connection with his shooting, which state po­ 
lice are investigating because the fatal shot was fired under the 
cover of darkness, and by a person, as yet unknown to the officers.
